THAT MAN PAGET. 

The following is an extract written by our 
old friend Paget to the Sundridge Echo of the 
Parry Sound district: 

Eprror Ecno.—In reply to the several letters 
from the Edmonton district, I would say as I 
said in my previous letter that G, T. Montgom- 
ery was not worth notice ; you see he says the 
C. P. R., do not pay any one to recommend the 
country, but it is a well-known fact they do 
pay and give presents as well, and any one that 
says they do not is a straight liar. , . 

“Mr. Editor, I would like to know who Mr. 
A. McCulloch is trying to slur, as regards the 
hotel and gambling? If it is me, let him say so, 
for 1 always advise fools to mind their own bus- 
iness. If I stayed at the hotel and played poker, 
he must have been there and kept watch, he 
knows so much about it. , ° * 

“Mr. Editor, as regards Mr. J. Rye, he is a 
smart man and a scholar, but he has made mis- 
takes, which if I made them would have been 
called a lie. We have nothing to do with Bur- 
wick; he is no reference in this case. The Kd- 
monton BULLETIN admits that there were thir- 
teen degrees of frost, and that the snowplow 
came to open the road, but Mr. Rye contra- 
dicts it. I wasthen trying to chop the ice off 
the ferry-boat to get Mr. Rye and other peo- 
ple’s stuff across the river, but they were com- 

elled to wait until the stoym was over. Mr. 

ye refers us to the difference between the 
counties of Huron and Middlesex and the cist- 
ricts of Muskoka and Parry Sound, and says 
it is the same with Northern and Southern <Aj- 
berta. I am quite well aware of that, that Sou- 
thern Alberta is a warmer and dryer climate 
than Northern Alberta; cattle and horses can 
live on the prairie all winter and come through 
fair, while in the cold north they have to feed 
their stock for five months in the year, and 
sometimes longer. It is a freqguent occurence in 
Northern Alberta for a man to go to the bush 
in the morning for a load of wood and return in 
the evening with an empty sleigh on account of 
the terrible storms. I was told this by dozens 
who live there. George Davis is one of my in- 
formants, and he also says that the thermome- 
ter often registers from 65° to 70° below. I 
think Mr. Rye had better get better reference 
or go to school until he can tell bigger lies, as 
that one will not wash. Mr. Rye’s whole tron- 
ble was to see me comfortable in a hotel, while 
he was lying in shack during the storm, If I 
tried to rent a hotel it was none of his business, 
andif the people of South Kdmonton ofleved 
me the post otiice, Mr. Rye could not say | was 
not capable of running it, as I established and 
ran a much bigger and better office than South 
Edmonton will ever be, and it was not taken 
away from me until I resigned; but 1 think 
that isa very poor way to talk about a couutry. 
I am quite well aware that if I had three feet of 
the Beaver Hillson my farm, it would) soon fill 
up some of the holes in the lake, as my deed 
would not hold it in windy weather. When 
you want a good country do not go to the Had- 
monton district, as it is in the arctic regions 
where all streams freeze to the bottom except 

they are ten feet or over deep, . ° . 

Thanking you, Mr. Editor for your valuable 
space, which I have used so freely, I will close 
my letter.

GOING TO ENGLAND. 


According to advices geceived by friends in 
Winnipeg and England the Bishop of Moosonee, 
who has resided so long in the far Northwest, 
has decided to go home to England next sum- 
mer. He has not yet sent in his resignation to 
the Archbishop of bp engi but he will, it 
is believed, do so shortly. Dr. Hordern has 
been out in the **Great Lone Land” for more 
than 40 years and has accomplished a great 
work. ole has,” says a correspondent, ‘‘iden- 
tified himself thoroughly with the Indians 
sharing in their privations and their struggies. 
He has completely won their affections, and he 
is everywhere through the vast diocese regard- 
ed as their father. e has been a bishop of the 
true apostolic order. A log hut or a tent, often 
erected with his own hands by the side of a 
river, has not infrequently been his ‘‘palace,” 
and a sleigh drawn by dogs has done duty for 
the customary carriage. He has known what 
it is to cook his own food, and he says he is 
able to ‘darn a pair of stockings as well as any 
old woman.” is evangelistic labors have 
been most fruitful, and he has just completed 
the crown of his work in the translation of the 
entire Bible into the Cree language. It is ex- 
pected that he will be succeeded by the Rev. 
Jervois Arthur Newnham, who has had experi- 
ence in Canada. The position is one of such 
complete isolation from the world that it can 
only be undertaken by a man whose heart is in 
his work.” 


The Toronto Mail discussing the question of 
the Dominion premiership says : ‘The question 
is who can succeed Abbott? Sir John Thomp- 
son is next in command. It would be bie 
creditable to him did Thompson aspire to the 
leadership, but there can be little doubt that 
the minister of justice, whose judicial turn of 
mind is almost proverbial, has his eye upon the 
bench rather than upon the chief seat in the 
councils of the nation.

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REPORT ON TAR. 


The following report of G. C. M. Hoffmann 
made to A. R. C. Selwyn, head of the geological 
survey pepartment? on the sample of tar sent 
for analys's. It is dated August 4th, 1892. 

'“Sir,—With reference to the sample of bitum- 
; inous matter received from Mr. Frank Oliver 
and which is stated by him to occur on the SE 
+t of section 30, tp 56, range 25, west of the 4th 
meridian. The material in questiou was found 
to be made up largely of earthy matter, consist- 
ing of a quartzose sand and small fragments of 
rock, and a tarry bituminous matter—the 
whole forming, at the ordinary temperature, a 
stiff pasty mass. It had a faint yet marked 
disagreeable smell, or odour, closely resembling 
that observable when the so-called ‘‘sludge” of 
ahe petroleum refinery is mixed with water. 
“Such material might be employed for some of 
the many purposes for which bitumen is used, 
and which were pointed out in connection with 
the results of the examination of the bituminous 
sand rock and mineral tar found on the Atha- 
baska river, N. W. T., in the report of this 
survey for she years 1880-82, 70, 3 H.”

‘Frank Oliver, Esq., 

Drar Srr,—By this mail I send you the re- 
sult of Mr. Hotimann’s examination of the tar 
weich accompanied your letter of the 12th of 
July. Without further knowledge of the pre- 
cise mode of occurrence and of the nature of 
the adjacent rock formation, it would be impos- 
sible to express an opinion as to what it indi- 
cates in regard to the existence of deposits of 
petroleum in the locality. A very small amount 
of surface exploration would, however, enable 
‘almost anyone to arrive at some conclusion on 

{ this point. It resembles to a certain extent the 
tar which crops out in the Athabasca country 
and may have a similar origin.

There have been reported on August 26th 202 
fresh cases of cholera and 86 deaths in Ham- 
burg. The weather is cooler and there has been 
rain since 1 o’clock a. m. Nevertheless in the 
vicinity of the harbor the disease shows no sign 
of abating. Forty private eompanies are at 
work disinfecting dwellings in the city and its 
suburbs. General indignation is felt toward 
the authorities because they suppressed for 
three weeks the fact that Asiatic cholera was 
spreading in the city. In Altoria the water 
supply is failing. It is reported that in Pinne- 
burg and Kiei several cases of Asiatic cholera 
have been discovered, 


The apprehensions a entertained in Eng- 
land in regard to danger from cholera have sift 
denly developed into a genuine scare. The fact 
that two deaths have occurred among _passen- 
ae landed from Hamburg, has aroused alarm 

rom every quarter. The newspapers are clam- 
oring for an entire rn ge of traffic from the 
infected ports, especially Hamburg. At Grims- 
by, Hull and Lynn floating hospitals are in 
readiness to receive immigrants who are detain- 
ed for medical examination or care.
